SFPD Gets a New Watchdog 





The federal government abandoned Its task to oversee S.F.’s much-needed police reforms, but the state of California is picking up the pieces.

Since Donald Trump became 
president, California has been forced to 
fill gaps in funding and support, as the 
federal government reneges on its duties 
to focus on kicking undocumented im- 
migrants out of the country and destroy- 
ing healthcare. 

First there was the threat of losing 
the $1.2 billion in federal funding San 
Francisco receives every year, due to 
its sanctuary-city status. Mayor Ed 
Lee promised to find other sources 
for the money, so his constituents 
wouldn't suffer from any fallout. 

Then, in September, the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice abandoned its 
oversight of the San Francisco Police 
Department’s reform, less than one 
year after it created a list of 272 rec- 
ommendations to improve our city’s 
troubled force — and halfway through 
drafting a report to let us all know 
how it was going. 
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Calls for police reform reached a 
breaking point in 2016, after several 
fatal police shootings of minorities 
rocked the city, and a series of racist 
text messages sent between officers 
went public. After 29-year-old Jessica 
Williams was shot in a stolen car in 
May 2016, Police Chief Greg Suhr was 
forced to resign, and trust between 
the community and SFPD was at a 
critical low. 

At the request of Mayor Lee, then- 
U.S. Attorney General Loretta Lynch 
and the U.S. DOJ conducted a compre- 
hensive review of SFPD, and created 
a list of urgent changes that centered 
around five main categories: use of 
force, racial bias, community policing, 
transparency, and accountability. 

From mandatory implicit bias 
trainings to quarterly, publicly avail- 
able reports on officers using force, it 
appeared that SFPD was finally on its 
way to becoming a better department, 
with the federal government looking

over its shoulder like a critical teacher. 

But when Attorney General Jeff 
Sessions ended that oversight in 
September to focus resources on pre- 
venting violent crime, SFPD found 
itself adrift, in possession of a list of 
tools needed to change, but no one to 
ensure their implementation. 

Now, the state is stepping in. 

On Monday, California Attorney 
General Xavier Becerra announced 
that his office would take on the over- 
sight of SFPD’s 272 recommendations, 
with the blessing of Mayor Mark Far- 
rell and Police Chief William Scott. 

“When local law enforcement 
agencies reach out for support, the 
last thing our federal government 
should do is abandon them,” Becerra 
said. “This agreement with the city 
and SFPD is critical for public safety. It 
serves as a prime example of state and 
local authorities collaborating in the 
absence of help from Washington.” 

While the shifting governmental 
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parties at play make an interesting 
story in their own right, it’s the trick- 
le-down effect of police reform that 
matters most to the residents of San 
Francisco. And those taking a leading 
role in making sure that happens — 
on our streets and in our communities 
— are, more often than not, women. 

Board of Supervisors President 
London Breed and Supervisor Malia 
Cohen highlighted this at a press 
conference Monday announcing Cali- 
fornia’s takeover of the police reform 
policies. Cohen, in particular, has 
been instrumental in instituting new 
policing measures at City Hall; she 
drafted the legislation that created a 
Department of Police Accountability, 
and pushed for data on police arrests 
and use of force. 

But she didn’t come by this cause 
accidentally — it was the residents of 
her district who’ve been pushing for 
these changes that inspired her. 

“This work has been going on for 
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generations, and it’s been going on 
unnoticed,’ said Cohen, whose district 
includes the Bayview and Hunters 
Point. “There are people in the com- 
munity I represent that have been 
crying out for generations for justice, 
for transparency. Today feels good 
because it’s a culmination of all those 
tears, the blood that’s been spilled, 
that policies are stepping up and 
catching up.” 

And of those active, vocal mem- 
bers of the community, Cohen says 
it’s women who deserve much of the 
credit. 

“It was, quite frankly, the work 
of women that brought us to where 
we are today,’ she said, nearly losing 
her composure as she glanced at her 
constituents in the audience. “It’s the 
mothers that remind us that we must 
get these murders solved. It’s the 
mothers that remind us of why we do 
what we do.” 

Breed highlighted how her up- 
bringing in the Western Addition has 
informed her view of policing. 

“T’ve seen firsthand the conse- 
quences that stem from a lack of trust 
between communities of color and law 
enforcement agents,’ she said. “No 
policy alone can ever account for every 
possible scenario. But we clearly have 
work to do.” 

Becerra and the California DOJ has 
their work cut out for them. But the 
SFPD at least appears to be willing to 
improve its troubled department. Ina 
press release, they announced that in 
2017, complaints to the Department 
of Police Accountability dropped 8.5 
percent. Use-of-force reports are 
now published quarterly. And officers 
are being closely monitored: All de- 
partment-owned cell phones, email 
accounts, and patrol car terminals are 
automatically screened for biased lan- 
guage. Any violations are automatical- 
ly forwarded to internal investigations 
for follow up. 

In an idealistic world, this effort 
to improve the police department will 
positively benefit everyone. “Our res- 
idents and our police officers all want 
the same thing: They want our city, 
our families, and our communities to 
be safe,” Breed said. “These are unprec- 
edented times, but I am more hopeful 
than ever.”

Mayor Ed Lee’s vision is lasting 
in more ways than one. He was a regis- 
tered tissue donor — which means some- 
one in San Francisco could be walking 
around with our deceased mayor’s bones 
and corneas. 

In a surreal moment, his name 
appeared during a monthly reading of 
organ and tissue donors at a Board of 
Supervisors meeting in January. With 
the consent of their families, Super- 
visor Katy Tang has read aloud the 
names since July. 

“After all of our work to honor 
those people who gave the ultimate 
gift of life through organ and tissue 
donations, it never occurred to me 
that we would one day be honoring 
Mayor Lee for the same purpose at the 
Board of Supervisors,’ Tang says. 

Due to privacy assurances, we 
won't know exactly who has his bones 
and corneas unless they decide to go 
public. But Lee’s donation shines a 
light on badly needed organ and tissue 
donations — and could encourage 
others to join. 

About 115,000 people are currently 
waiting for a life-saving organ in the 
United States, while an average of 20 
people on the list die each day, accord- 
ing to United Network for Organ Shar- 
ing. Donor Network West — which 
partners with Tang’s office — reports 
that nearly 700 of those waiting are in 
San Francisco. 

“Having Mayor Lee be an organ 
donor is really powerful,” says Ashley 
Summers, Tang’s legislative aide. “Peo- 
ple really look up to him and he could 
really change how people feel.” 

Summers knows firsthand how 
critical donors are in improving or sav- 
ing the lives of others — her husband 
spent one year on dialysis, and waited 
three years for a kidney transplant. 
Having polycystic kidney disorder 
(PKD) since he was 16 years old meant 
chronic cysts grew on his kidneys, 
pushing up against other organs, and 
made even laying down uncomfort- 
able. 

Life on dialysis for 35-year-old 
Charlie Paulson — Summers’ husband 
— was a challenge. It meant having 
blood cleaned by a machine for about 
20 hours a week while juggling school 
to become credentialed as a teacher, 
plus work and parenting their young 
daughter. Constantly low energy levels 
and needing to be near a dialysis cen- 
ter made even day trips difficult, and

his diet had to stay very basic. 

“The absolutely biggest thing about 
dialysis is your whole life has to re- 
volve around it,” Paulson says. “My 
attitude was to take it one day at a 
time.” 

After preparing to wait for years, 
he got the living donor he needed and 
was able to remove his kidneys — 
which weighed in at a shocking nine 
pounds each — in October. He now 
has more time and energy to spend 
with his family, who have an upcoming 
trip to Disneyland. 

“T could feel the difference in my 
body function instantly,” Paulson says. 
“There’s just so many things that I’m 
able to do that I wasn’t before.” 

His donor was initially anonymous, 
but she ultimately contacted him after 
he wrote her a letter. In what Paulson 
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describes as an intensely emotional 
experience, she said she was motivat- 
ed to donate her kidney after watching 
someone dear to her suffer for similar 
reasons. 

She’s not alone. San Francisco 
resident Cyndi Kahn also watched her 
aunt suffer until her brother donated 
his kidney to her in 2007. She was able 
to see the renewed life the transplant 
brought to her aunt, but didn’t think 
she was able do the same for someone 
she wasn't related to. 

It wasn’t until Kahn heard a radio 
DJ announce that he would be away 
for a while because he was donating 
his kidney to a station engineer that 
the idea resurfaced. A few weeks later, 
she discovered that her 24-year-old 
date needed a kidney and offered to be 
his living donor.

Summers and their daughter. 


Kahn quickly contacted Cedars-Si- 
nai Medical Center, filled out pages of 
questionnaires, got tested to deter- 
mine a strong blood match, and even 
spoke to an ethicist in Australia to en- 
sure she wasn't selling her kidney. In 
May 2013, the surgery went through. 

“It was the best decision I’ve ever 
made in my entire life and I wouldn't 
trade it for anything,” Kahn says. “I 
feel like it’s given me a real purpose.” 

As a kidney donor, Kahn can’t 
donate her liver — which regenerates 
— but says if she could, she would in 
a heartbeat. She is, however, a donor 
ambassador to assure others, and is on 
the bone marrow registry for Be the 
Match, hoping she gets the call. 

“The need is great and the need 
is out there,” Kahn says. “There’s so 
many people waiting out there to live 
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their full lives.” 

Kahn says it didn’t cost her own 
health — being a living kidney donor 
doesn’t affect life expectancy, accord- 
ing to the National Kidney Founda- 
tion. But saving someone’s life can still 
happen in death by registering as a 
donor at the DMV and letting a loved 
one know. 

“You're not going to miss your or- 
gans when you die,” Paulson says. “All 
you have to do is check a box.”

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Great American Music Hall

Music fans were rocked by the revela- 
tion earlier this year that the annual Coachella 
Music Festival is owned by a billionaire Republi- 
can who’s donated hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to anti-LGBT organizations. This week, that 
concern just hit a little closer to home, as that 
same conservative billionaire just inked a deal 
with two of San Francisco's top music venues. 

Slim’s and the Great American Music Hall 
announced in late January that their book- 
ing and promotion services would now be 
handled exclusively by Goldenvoice, the Los 
Angeles-based concert promoter that founded 
Coachella in 1999. But since 2001, Goldenvoice 
has been owned by a corporate sports and 
events conglomerate called the Anschutz Enter- 
tainment Group (AEG), which itself is owned by 
conservative oil tycoon Philip Anschutz. 

Phil Anschutz is not a typical billionaire. 
Forbes ranks him as the 35th-richest person in 
the U.S., and he spends plenty of his $13 billion 
net worth donating to far-right causes. In par- 
ticular, he’s handed out hundreds of thousands 
to anti-LGBT groups, like the Family Research 
Council and National Christian Foundation. 

Anschutz responded in a 2017 Rolling Stone 
interview that “recent claims published in the 
media that I am anti-LGBTQ are nothing more 
than fake news — it is all garbage.” Perhaps he’s 
in denial, however, because we have damning 
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Music Monopoly 


evidence in Anschutz Foundation tax returns 
showing that he did donate to those groups be- 
tween 2011 and 2013. 

Should a gay (or gay-friendly) patron consid- 
er avoiding his company’s concerts? Well to be 
fair, it’s hard not to support the myriad financial 
investments of Philip Anschutz. In addition to 
Coachella, Anschutz’s company also operates 
the Warfield and the Regency Ballroom. He even 
owned the SF Examiner from 2004 to 2011. 

Anschutz’s Goldenvoice company does not 
own Slim’s or the Great American Music Hall; 
both venues are still owned by 1970s pop star 
Boz Scaggs. But Goldenvoice will be reaping 
financial benefits from their ticket sales, as it 
now handles the venues’ live-act booking. 

From a fan standpoint, this could mean big- 
ger acts playing these venues. And since Gold- 
envoice also runs Coachella, it’s likely you'll see 
some Coachella acts booked at these halls in 
the days leading up to or after that festival. 

But this concentration of ownership is 
also creating corporate monopolies in our live 
music scene. DNA Lounge owner Jamie Zaw- 
inski wrote a widely shared blog post last week 
complaining that “three national corporations 
control nearly all of San Francisco’s live music,” 
noting that Goldenvoice, Live Nation, and An- 
other Planet Entertainment have cornered the 
market on “around 80 percent of all available 
‘seats’ for live shows in S.F. and Oakland.” 

“Let’s not blame Slim’s for doing what they 
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felt they needed to do to survive,” Zawinski 
tells SF Weekly. “I have to emphasize the prob- 
lem that these monopolies have so much con- 
trol, and that San Francisco is such a hostile en- 
vironment for independent small businesses.” 

The DNA lounge itself has had trouble oper- 
ating as an independent local venue. Zawinski 
had to close sister venues Codeword and DNA 
Pizzeria last June — though DNA Pizza still 
operates next door to the lounge — and the 
DNA Lounge has turned to a few hundred 
Patreon supporters to help keep the club oper- 
ating. 

“In purely predatory financial terms, a 
nightclub is a terrible investment,” Zawinski 
says. “That’s not why we do this. We do it to 
provide a forum for awesome art and to help 
make our city be the kind of place that we'd like 
to live.” 

Zawinski says the DNA Lounge “would 
rather not be some national chain’s franchise,’ 
and certainly not one owned by a right-wing 
billionaire. “If you enjoy any of the shows we 
have here, support them by showing up,” he 
says. Don’t just assume that these options will 
be here ‘next time, because they won't.” 

And if you don’t want your nightlife dollars 
getting funneled to anti-LGBT organizations, 
then get your ass to Bootie (or another locally 
produced live event).

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Eradicating 
Criminal Poverty

Joseph Williams works hard. He’s a father 
of two who leads pilot programs at GLIDE that seek al- 
ternatives to incarceration. From the outside, it ap- 
pears that he’s doing well — but the reality is he’s 
struggling, hard. He’s picked up two extra jobs and 
choosing “between diapers, food, or medication” for 
his family. The reason: exorbitant, predatory fines 
from San Francisco courts. 

When someone is arrested and charged with a 
crime, fees begin accruing immediately, regardless 
of whether or not they’re convicted. A booking fee 
costs $135. A pre-sentence report fee is $150. Those 
electronic ankle bracelets? They cost the wearer 
$125 up front, plus $35 each day. And individuals 
entering adult-probation programs are charged an 
initial $1,800 fee. 

“Many of these fines and fees total more than 
$10,000, if you can imagine that,” says Public De- 
fender Jeff Adachi. “Most of them have absolutely 
nothing to do with the crime, or making restitution 
for the victim.” 

They’re also difficult to collect. So many people 
are unable to pay them that only 9 to 15 percent of 
all fees are actually paid. And, ironically, they can 
deter people from entering the workforce, as once 
the city finds out you're working, wages will be gar- 
nished — sometimes by as much as 50 percent — 
until the fines are paid in full. 

But soon, San Francisco may become the first 
city in the United States to eliminate these court 
fees. President of the Board of Supervisors Lon- 
don Breed introduced legislation this week that, if 
passed, would get rid of these city court charges for 
good. 

“They're counterproductive, problematic sources 
of revenue born on the backs of our most vulnerable 
populations of San Francisco, and we’re not having 
it anymore,” Breed said at a press conference Tues- 
day. 

Although the Board of Supervisors still has to 
vote on the legislation, the proposal’s effects are 
already rippling across the city’s justice depart- 
ments. Sheriff Vicki Hennessy announced that 
her department will no longer charge offenders 
for electronic monitors — something that earns 
the city $200,000 each year — or for the Sheriff’s 
Work Alternative Program, which draws in another 
$100,000. The money helps offset the department’s 
operation costs, but it will now be supplemented 
with funds from the Mayor’s office. 

This may not apply retroactively to Williams’ 
problem, but it does create a smoother path forward 
for those who are exiting our criminal justice sys- 
tem — and could inspire other cities to follow suit. 

“Radical policies are supposed to come out of 
San Francisco to inspire generations of people and 
elected officials across the entire state of California, 
and ultimately the USA,” says Supervisor Malia Co- 
hen. “Those folks back east and down south better 
hold on tight. We saw what happened in Alabama, 
and we will continue to see that wave of radicalism 
moving forward.”

Cannabis 
Crimes Go off 
The Record 


San Francisco has made 
cannabis legalization 
retroactive. Willthe rest of 
California follow suit? 


On Wednesday, Jan. 31, San 
Francisco District Attorney George Gas- 
con announced that the city will auto- 
matically expunge the records of those 
convicted of misdemeanor marijuana 
charges from the past 40 years. That 
equates to more than 3,000 convictions 
that will now be dismissed and sealed, in 
addition to a review of nearly 5,000 fel- 
ony cases that Gascon has pledged to ask 
prosecutors to review and potentially 
re-sentence. 

The bold move by the San Francisco 
DA comes in the wake of the passage of 
Prop 64 last November. Within the bill 
that has brought adult use marijuana 
to California is a provision that allows 
for those previously convicted of 
cannabis-related misdemeanors to pe- 
tition for their record to be expunged. 
Yet while many stand to greatly benefit 
from this opportunity, the knowledge 


and means to take advantage of it are 
not easy to come by. 

On asurface level, it’s fair to as- 
sume some who qualify under the 
provision are wary of attorneys and the 
larger justice system that failed them. 
Beyond that however are the costs 
associated with retaining legal aid to 
complete the process. While some law- 
yers and members of the community 
have offered their time to help individ- 
uals file their requests, many more are 
left to try and navigate the daunting 
undertaking alone. 

By automating the process, Gas- 
con has set a precedent that should 
be adopted not only by the rest of 
California, but other states with legal 
adult use markets as well. The crux 
of the problem is remarkably simple: 
Who, given the opportunity, would not 
want their criminal record expunged? 
The answer, of course, 
is absolutely no one, 
which means there is no 
reason to place the bur- 
den of requesting record 
expungement on the 
individual. 

Right now, the differ- 
ence in petitioning for a 
clean record or receiving 
one automatically de- 
pends entirely on which 
city you were charged in. 








That’s one of the reasons that Care2 
spokesperson and cannabis activist 
Julie Mastrine started a Care2 petition 
calling on California’s Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation and 
Attorney General Xavier Becerra to do 
more with regards to assisting individ- 
uals with record expungement. 
“Obviously, marijuana is a beneficial 
plant,” Mastrine explains, “so the fact 
that people have had their lives ruined 
or had their records tainted because of 
it is just really, really horrible to me.” 
Mastrine launched the petition 
after reading a Washington Post article 
that quoted several lawyers who felt 
that California wasn’t doing enough to 
inform qualified candidates about the 
opportunity for a reduction in sentence 
or a clean record. As of Tuesday after- 
noon, the petition had 49,861 signa- 
tures of its 50,000 signature goal. 
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Asked for specifics on how the state 
might allocate additional resources 
to the cause, Mastrine says she leaves 
that part up to California officials. 

“Seemingly their job is to fix the 
wrongs that have been done to the 
citizens of California through these 
prohibition laws,” she says. 

While the prospect of targeted cam- 
paigns at public institutions likes post 
offices, libraries, and the DMV — espe- 
cially in areas with disproportionately 
high rates of cannabis convictions 
— would undoubtedly help educate 
people with marijuana-related criminal 
records on how to get them expunged, 
they pale in comparison to the impact 
that would be made were other cities to 
follow Gascén’s example. 

As has become a common refrain in 
the fallout from Prop 64, each city in 

California seems to have 
its own guidelines for 
handling the matter of 
record expungement. San 
Diego is taking the same 
tack as San Francisco by 
automating the process, 
while municipalities like 
Fresno and Santa Clara 
continue to evaluate re- 
quests on a case-by-case 
basis. 
Outside of Califor- 
nia, other states have

struggled to define an efficient and 
lasting policy to ensure no one bears 
the criminal burden of an activity no 
longer deemed illegal. Although Colora- 
do legalized cannabis three years before 
California, their efforts to expunge 
records only came in response to the 
precedent set by Prop 64. Nevada has 
not yet adopted an expungement poli- 
cy, thanks in part to Gov. Brian Sando- 
val’s decision to veto legislation on the 
issue last June. 

Thus California has once again been 
presented with an opportunity to take 
the lead on an issue of social reform. 
While cannabis is now legal to buy in 
the state, the intentions of Prop 64 
and the laws that preceded it will never 
fully be realized as long as individuals 
carry criminal records for misdemean- 
ors that were once highly questionable, 
and are now outright lunacy. 

Sacramento must embrace the prec- 
edent Gascon set and absolve the onus 
to act from those who have already 
paid dearly for crimes the majority of 
the United States now believes aren’t 
crimes at all. 

“The state created this mess,” says 
Mastrine. “Now it’s time to fix it.”

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Human Trafficking Can Take Many Forms

This week's question comes from Joe in San Francisco, 
who writes: 


Q: My wife and | learned of a great opportunity to 
work in a restaurant in San Francisco. We were 
promised “good wages’ and we were excited to 
move to from the Philippines and start a new life in 
America. When we arrived in San Francisco two 
years ago, we were required to and continue to 
work more than 12 hours a day and not allowed to 
take breaks. We also work six days a week. Our 
employer told us that we owed a debt, and he be- 
gan deducting various items from our wages such 
as transportation, interest or fines, and charges 
for bad behavior. We ended up with almost no sal- 
ary for the hours we worked. We were also threat- 
ened with our visas having expired and being In 
the United States ‘illegally.’ My employer even 
took our passports away. We were threatened 
that if we tried to leave our employer and go back 
to the Philippines, something bad would happen to 
our family there. We confided in a friend, who told 
us that she believed that we are victims of human 
trafficking. What can we do? We feel trapped and 
do not know if we have rights.” 


A: Thank you for your question, Joe. | am terribly 
sorry to hear about what happened to you and 
your wife. The first step is to make sure you are 
safe. If you or someone you know Is in immediate 


danger, call 911. You can also call a 24-hour ho- 
tline to access help and services or to reporta 
suspected situation of human trafficking. 

Human trafficking can take many forms, from 
sex slavery to forced labor and debt bondage. Any 
kind of human trafficking is a violation of civil law 
in addition to being a criminal offense. You can 
bring both a federal and/or state trafficking claims 
against your employer. 

The Trafficking Victims Protection Reauthoriza- 
tion Act of 2003 allows a private right of action for 
violations of obtaining labor or services by: (1) 
threats of serious harm or physical restraint; (2) 
scheme or plan causing victim to believe he or 
she would suffer serious harm or physical re- 
straint; or (3) abuse or threatened abuse of law or 
legal process. 

The California Trafficking Victims Protection 
Act allows a private right of action for a victim of 
human trafficking (forced labor or sex), defined as 
labor or services that are performed or provided 
by a person and are obtained or maintained 
through force, fraud or coercion or equivalent 
conduct that would reasonably overbear the will 
of the person. 

It appears that you and your wife were falsely 
promised work for good wages but, in fact, were 
not paid even the minimum wage for San Fran- 
cisco ($14 per hour). Your employer is engaging in 
a practice called “debt bondage,” which the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services ex- 
plains as demanding labor as a means of repay- 
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ment for real or alleged debt, yet fail to reasonably 
apply a victim's wages toward the payment of the 
debt or limit or define the nature and length of the 
debtor's services. It also appears that you and 
your wife are being coerced to continue working 
because your employer is threatening serious 
harm to your family back in the Philippines if you 
quit. Moreover, your employer took your passport 
away. 

You can file a complaint with the California De- 
partment of Fair Employment and Housing or 
consult with a trial attorney to protect your 
rights. 

Additionally, you can bring wage and hour 
claims under the Labor Code, such as failure to 
pay minimum wage and overtime, failure to pay 
meal and rest break premiums. You can do this by 
filing a wage claim with the Labor Commissioner 
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or consulting with a trial attorney to protect your 
rights. 

There are many other causes of action that 
may apply but the first step is to make sure you 
are safe. Then, contact one of the hotlines or an at- 
torney experienced in this area of law to help guide 
you through the process.

SanFrancisco 
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Cowboys, Cattle and 
South Kohala Tradition

Tucked in the Northwest corner of 
Hawaii Island (Big Island) lies the 
district of South Kohala. Named after 
the majestic Kohala mountain range, 
the eldest of the island’s five major 
volcanoes, Kohala embraces the his- 
tory and legends of ancient Hawaiian 
culture.

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town of Waimea. With stop signs 
saying “whoa” and bronze statues 

of cowboys lining the street, this 
historic town is also a thriving arts 
community with a beautiful 490-seat 
community theatre and fine-dining 
restaurants. Grab dinner at Merri- 
man’s, Red Water Cafe or the local 
favorite, Fish and Hog. If you wish 
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Ruined walls are seen 
at Pu’ukohola Heiau 
National Historic Site.

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THE DIVAS DIARIES 


The past, present, and possible ruture of San Francisco's only transgender bar.

TUESDAY, MAY 2, 2006 


I arrive at Divas at a quarter to 
midnight, and the pickings are slim as 
ever: cisgender men and a few Mother- 
lode Girls. None of them are my type, but 
that’s OK. When you're a transgender 
woman who is attracted to women — 
though primarily femmes, which nar- 
rows the opportunities considerably in 
San Francisco’s butch-happy lesbian 
scene — it’s all about patience. And if 
nothing happens, at least it isn’t because 
I’m at home. 

I'd forgotten Tuesdays are the Tal- 
ent Show, basically an open mic with 
a $50 prize. The talent in question 
is usually lip-syncing to whatever 
you can find on the CD jukebox, but 
I sign up to recite my piece from UC 
Berkeley’s V-Day production of The 
Vagina Monologues in February 2005. 
(Eve Ensler had written a transgen- 
der-specific piece, but the producers 
didn’t like it and asked me to write my 
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own.) Nursing a White Russian under 
the comforting blue glow of the neon 
“Motherlode” sign hanging behind the 
bar, a remnant of the bar’s old location 
down at Post and Larkin, I dredge the 
monologue from my memory and into 
my notebook. 

My recall is interrupted by a cisgen- 
der man who asks, “What are you writ- 
ing?” I tell him, and he shakes his head. 
“People want to get away. They don’t 
come here for a lecture, they want to be 
entertained.” 

He already doesn’t have a chance with 
me because I don’t like men, which is no- 
body’s fault, but suggesting that I won't 
be entertaining? Oh, fuck you so much. 

A little while later, a beautiful cis 
femme walks in. She orders two drinks 
and flirts with one of the Motherlode 
Girls, but it doesn’t go anywhere. They’re 
there for the paying men, and whatever 
else this stranger is, she is not a trick. 

I take my name off the list for the Tal- 
ent Show, then make my move: “I'd buy 
you a drink, but you already have two.” 

Smiling broadly, she pats the stool 
next to her and says, “Can I buy you one? 


Please, sit down!” 

I sit. She tells me her name is Ryder, 
and she’s looking to pick up a trans- 
gender woman. I tell her my name is 
Sherilyn, and I’m looking to pick up a 
cisgender woman. 

Somewhere in the world, a bolt of 
lightning shoots down from a clear 
blue sky. 

We tell each other about ourselves, 
occasionally interrupting to gush 
about how hot we find the other, one 
hand always on the other’s leg or 
waist. (She starts it, and I follow her 
lead.) Ryder then asks the question 


which has been implied from the start, 


but needs to be spoken aloud. “Will 
you spend the night with me?” 
I say yes. 


Located at 1081 Post between 
Polk and Larkin and flanked by a fire- 
house and a long brick wall, Divas is 
the Tenderloin’s only transgender bar. 
It’s also San Francisco’s only trans- 
gender bar. It’s also California’s only 
transgender bar. And pulling back fur- 
ther, it’s just one of three across this 
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benighted nation, the other two being 
the Jacques Cabaret in Boston and the 
Las Vegas Lounge. 

Divas is not a drag bar; it is a trans- 
gender bar. Deal with it. 

But think about those numbers. 
There are more out transgender elected 
officials in the U.S. — Danica Roem, 
Andrea Jenkins, Phillipe Cunningham, 
and Lisa Middleton, for starters — 
than there are bars that offer a space 
safe for transgender civilians. It’s 
always been a struggle for just this one 
to exist, and whether it exists to offer 
a safe space to transgender civilians 
of all stripes — the gamut from casual 
crossdressers to full-time trans wom- 
en, referred to collectively in the Divas 
argot as “T-girls,” while I personally 
refer to the local sex workers as the 
Motherlode Girls — depends on who 
you ask. 

An excellent metaphor for trans- 
gender visibility is that Divas only 
appears on Google Maps if you actively 
search for it. If you zoom down to the 
50-foot scale, it shows an article-free 
“Motherlode,” with the highlights list- 
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ed as “Fast service, Great cocktails, and 
Live performances.” But if you enter 
“Divas” into the search box it suddenly 
exists, described as a “Transgender 
community hangout & bar featuring 
strip shows, karaoke, lounge & pool 
room.’ The pot club next door also 
shows up only if you search for it, but 
Divas has been around a whole lot 
longer. 

Conceptually, Divas evolved from 
a single-story bar called the Mother- 
lode at the northwest corner of Post 
and Larkin. The Motherlode’s iconic 
neon sign still hangs behind the first- 
floor bar at Divas, though it no longer 
works; owner Steve Berkey tells me he 
hasn't been able to get it fixed because 
the local neon repair shop has been 
replaced by a Verizon store. Isn't that 
always the way? 

Physically, Divas is a four-story 
letterbox with the main bar on the first 
floor, a dancefloor on the third, and a 
cozy lounge on the fourth. (Formerly 
a kitchen, the second story is used for 
storage.) It’s a mere 128 feet from the 
old Motherlode, yet it took several years

to make the move, and it’s a location 
that has never been easy to get into. 

In June 1975, the Bureau of Build- 
ing Inspection received plans titled “Al- 
terations to Convert Existing Former 
P.G. & E. Concrete Sub-station to Cock- 
tail Lounge — 1081 Post.” It hadn't 
happened by the early 1980s when fur- 
ther plans were submitted to build ad- 
ditional floors to the one-story concrete 
slab, labeled “Tavern Renovation for 
Leola King.” Blue Mirror proprietor Ms. 
King’s renovated, four-story establish- 
ment would eventually open as Goldie’s 
Supper Club, but that was after what a 
2007 Bay Guardian article described as 
“a seemingly endless round of yet more 
negotiations, letters, legal threats, and 
bureaucratic backbiting.” 

It closed by 1997, and the Guardian 
article goes on to say that Goldie’s 
was to bea roost from which Ms. King 
“hoped to feature cabaret dancing, fresh 
crab at happy hour, a refined Art Deco 
aesthetic and live music performances. 
She lost that, too. Today, it’s Diva’s just 
off Polk Street. Urban renewal won.” 

That's what’s so handy about Divas: 
It represents whatever evil you need it 
to, whether urban blight or gentrifica- 
tion.

The walls of the dancefloor 

are mirrored, but I’m only in it for the 
dancing tonight. Studying my reflection is 
no longer the engrossing activity it once 
was, and for that I am grateful. 

I'm relaxing between tours of dancing 
duty when a familiar-looking blonde 
walks by and goes into the restroom. Was 
it my old friend Lilah, returned from New 
York? Nah. But definitely familiar. And in- 
triguing. I stand and edge closer to the 
door. 

Someone else goes in, and I peek 
through as the door closes. Well, no 
wonder, she looks just like ... but, no, it 
couldn't be. Last I'd heard, she’d passed 
away, and if she were alive she was 
unlikely to be fixing her makeup in the 
third-floor restroom at Divas. But still... 

When she comes back out, I ask, “Ex- 
cuse me, are you Kelly Michaels?” She 
nods, and my heart explodes. 

In my late teens, I watched a fair 
amount of what was then referred to as 
“shemale porn” because it was the only 
positive representation of transgender 
women I could find — my essay “The 
Big Reveal” in the anthology Gender 
Outlaws: The Next Generation goes into 
more detail on this topic — and my 
biggest hero was Kelly Michaels. A 
trashy, gum-snapping Southerner with 
a serious Madonna fixation, Michaels 
had a distinct persona and attitude in 
her movies, young and energetic and 
alive. She had been known as one of 
the better Madonna impersonators in 
the late 80s, appearing at Finocchio’s 
in North Beach and La Cage in Vegas, 
venues which were that field’s equiv- 
alent of Carnegie Hall. But Michaels 
was on a different plane, with her own 
bleached-blonde hair — no wig! — and 
breast implants rather than the bra 
padding the other performers wore. 
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THATS WHAT'S SO 
HANDY ABOUT DIVAS:

Although she’d been making a living as 
a female impersonator, she was not a 
man impersonating a woman; she was a 
transgender woman. 

I'd also found it inspiring that she 
did everything under her own name: 
Kelly Michaels the Madonna imperson- 
ator was the same Kelly Michaels as the 
porn star. She didn’t try to hide who 
she was or what she did, and while she 
wasn't the only reason I eventually went 
blonde, she was up there with Debbie 
Harry and Aimee Mann. 

I geek out all over her: “Omigod, 

I’m a huge fan from way back and I am 
just so super-thrilled to meet you, this 
means so much, can I buy you a drink?” 

She orders a white wine, and as I get 
the money out of my wallet, I realize 
my hands are shaking with adrenaline. 

I say, “I’m sorry, I’m having a total fan- 
girl moment.” 

Kelly laughs. “That’s okay, I don’t 
mind.” She takes a sip of wine and 
adds, “Wanna dance?” 

And so I turn into a mirror-gazer, 
my baseline narcissism amplified to 
deafening levels because, holy fucking 
shit, right there, that’s her and me 
dancing! Kelly Michaels and Sherilyn

did not always write 
about Divasinthe most — 
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Connelly side by side, cutting a lam- 
inate rug. No picture will be taken 
of this personally historic occasion, 
so I burn it into my retinal memory. 
Things only happen once, and most 
things don’t happen at all. 


The history of Divas is nec- 
essarily also a history of how trans 
women and trans issues have been dis- 
cussed in the media. Case in point is 
an April 1995 article about the Moth- 
erlode’s attempt to move to 1035 Post 
St. with the horrible title of “Moving 
is a Drag” (boooo!) in SF Weekly. The 
online version of the article is credited 
to simply “SF Weekly Staff,” and while I 
didn’t start writing for this paper until 
2011, I nonetheless apologize. Shame 
on us back then. 

Joseph Jurkans and Mark Gilpin 
purchased it in 1986 with the inten- 
tion of opening a gay bar, but the 
Motherlode started outgrowing its 
Post and Larkin location upon the 
closure of the infamously rough Black 
Rose at Eddy and Jones streets. 

From the ’95 Weekly article: “The 
‘girls,’ as Gilpin calls the trans crowd, 
flocked to the Motherlode when they 
discovered the bar welcomed them 
and provided a safe atmosphere.” The 
construction of the sentence implies 
that it was the Weekly staffer who 

put the scare quotes around “girls.” 
(Boooo!) An attempt in 1992 to move 
to 1217 Sutter St., which had formerly 
been occupied by a straight bar, failed 
when the Apostolic Faith Church and 
the Polk Street District Merchants’ As- 
sociation teamed up to block it, citing 
prostitution concerns. 

Remember the Guardian Angels? 
They lodged the same objection 
during the unsuccessful 1995 move. 
In a Gilead-worthy turn of phrase, a 
spokesangel said he had seen “lots of” 
prostitutes go into the Motherlode, 
whereupon they “pick up their men 
and go to Hemlock [Alley] and sell 
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their bodies.” His fear was that if the 
bar moved across the street and a few 
doors down — approximately 185 
feet — then they would start turning 
tricks on Cedar Street. That’s the alley 
that runs parallel between Post and 
Geary for exactly two blocks between 
Van Ness and Larkin, much 

like Hemlock runs for 
two blocks paral- 
lel to Post and 
Sutter, but Ce- 
dar was “clos- 
er to Guard- 
ian Angels 
headquarters.” 
Pearl-clutching 
terror! In other 
words, the big strong 

men in their jaunty berets were 
pulling a straight-up NIMBY move 
that surely had nothing to do with 
their masculinity being threatened. 


FRIDAY, MAY 22, 2009 


For our second date after meet- 
ing on OkCupid, my-soon-to-be-girl- 
friend Marta and I have dinner at Zen 
Yai at Ellis and Polk streets. We then go 
to Divas, where we drink and dance and 
improbably find a space to lay back and 
cuddle. I ask if I may kiss her, and she 
says yes. It is a good evening. 


In 1998, Divas finally moved 
into 1081 Post St. Current owner Steve 
Berkey bought it so his wife Melissa — 
whom he met while she was a Mother- 
lode Girl — would have somewhere safe 
to tend bar. To afford the space, he sold 
off the other properties he owned 
across the country. How’s that fora 
heartwarming real-estate deal? The 
third and fourth floors were initially a 
club for Asian men called Dragon, 
which Berkey says is a legacy of Mark 
Gilpin’s appetite for that demographic. 
Dragon is still listed on the gold plaque 
in front of the building, much like how 
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the inoperative Motherlode sign is still 
behind the bar. 

In a roundup of queer bars for 
SFGate in April 2000, Buck Sledge 
(uh-huh) listed the Motherlode as 
being the “bottom floor of Diva’s” 
and “a serious tranny bar for men 

who like their women with 
a little something 
extra.” Very clev- 
er, “Buck.” Ina 
2004 SFGate 
article about 
Divas, John 
Koopman 
described it 
as “the most 
famous, or possibly 
notorious, transgender 
bar in San Francisco.” Though he 
left the word “only” out of that list, 
his description of the clientele was 
not terrible: “post-op transsexuals, 
pre-ops, crossdressers, gender-bend- 
ers, female impersonators and the 
men who love them.” An improve- 
ment, even if the cis boys are still 
hanging in there, as they always are. 


SUNDAY, MARCH 30, 2014 


I’m at Divas for karaoke, a 
self-care habit I’d resumed after 
breaking up with Marta, but nothing 
is going right. I absentmindedly pick 
up someone else’s drink from the 
bar, which the bartender calls me 

on somewhat harshly, and then the 
host can’t get my song to load. I look 
in the big binder and confirm that I 
got it right: Alanis Morissette, “You 
Learn,’ SC07-596. The host refuses 
when I try to show them the number 
in the binder, instead handing me the 
slip and telling me to get it right this 
time. I write it on the back, directly 
from the book, the same number I’d 
written on the front. 

I don't realize the binder’s rings 
are open until half the pages fall out, 
and they scold me: “Sherilyn, what 
have you done to my book?!?” I try to 
explain that it’s not my fault, it was 
like that when I picked it up. The host 
is having none of it, and gets even an- 
grier when I try to put the paper back 
on the rings: “Just leave it alone!” 

I sing my song (swallow it down, 
what a jagged little pill) and beat a 
hasty retreat. As I exit the building 
and walk toward Polk, a Motherlode 
Girl calls after me, “Do you fuck 
for pay?” I say that I don’t, and she 
shouts, “Well, get the fuck out of 
here, then!” But I was walking away! I 
have to stop and turn back to answer 
her question! It is a bad evening. 


On my 43rd birthday in 2016, 
an SFGate article about queer bars for 
Pride month had a lovely little gift for me, 
describing the crowd at Divas as “Trans 
women, drag queens, crossdressers and 
the people who admire them.” That’s not 
perfect, but not having my kind’s exis- 
tence reduced to whether we give men 
stiffies and/or we're physiologically capa- 
ble of producing our own was an im- 
provement. 
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SUNDAY, NOV. 12, 2017 


Divas has recently started offer- 
ing Bloody Marys, and they are spicy and 
delicious with olives marinating at the 
bottom, but BroFest’17 is making it diffi- 
cult to enjoy my drink. The men have 
taken over the internet jukebox and 
they’re trying to headbang to a muddy 
recording of Black Sabbath’s “War Pigs.” 
One says, “This is like classic heavy 
metal! It’s Ozzy before Ozzy was Ozzy!” 
To which the bartender says the best 
thing I hear all night: “Is that Kelly Os- 
bourne’s dad?” 

Lots of fuck-yeahs going on from 
the boys, and some debate the prove- 
nance of this terrible recording, which 
only I seem to have Soundhounded. 
(It’s a demo from the compilation The 
Ozzman Cometh. Internet jukeboxes 
are treacherous.) This song, in this con- 
text, couldn’t be more wrong. 

And now, silence. Normally I love 
silence, but this is somehow worse. Oh 
thank goodness, the bartender chang- 
es it back to the satellite radio, which 
Soundhound tells me is playing Jason 
Derulo’s “Swalla (feat. Nicki Minaj and 
Ty Dolla $ign).” ve never heard the 
song before, but I am so happy it’s on. It 
feels like a necessary corrective to the 
overabundance of male energy in what 
I think is the last place male energy 
should be abundant. 

Look, male energy isn’t the worst 
thing in the world. My best friend is 
a straight man who dislikes bros even 
more than I do, and I’m well aware 
that if no men came into Divas, the bar 
would be in even more dire financial 
straits than it already is. Some of them 
are perfectly sweet, and over the years 
I’ve become good friends with Raz, the 
only straight cis man who works there 
besides owner Berkey. But between 
being wired to find masculinity unat- 
tractive and privileged enough to have 
never had to fuck for pay, I can’t shake 
this snowflakey desire for Divas to be 
a safe space for trans women that isn’t 
just a meat market. I also know I’m 
alone in this. 


Steve Berkey is a kind but 
exhausted man who described his 
current state to me as one of “total 
frustration,” which no doubt is both 
cause and result of Divas having been on 
the market for the past three years. An 
unwritten condition for sale is that the 
new owners will keep Divas the way it is. 

Alexis Miranda, longtime bartender 
and host of the weekend Midnight 
Show — a fairly pedestrian lip-sync 
extravaganza, so basic you're as likely 
to hear Cher’s “If I Could Turn Back 
Time” as not — assured me there will be 
upgrades and improvements, but it will 
continue serving the same clientele. 

This brings up the question that has 
been foremost on my mind: Who is Di- 
vas for in 2018? 

I’m never quite able to ask the 
question flat out — both Berkey and 
Miranda tend to disregard my attempts 
to steer the interview — but Berkey 
answers it all the same when he leans in 
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The essential question: ® 
Who is Divas for in 2018? 


confidentially and says, “Here is my phi- 
losophy for this whole thing. What does 
a guy like most about himself? His cock. 
What else do guys like? A beautiful girl. 
When you put both of those together, 
youre in fuckin’ heaven.” 

So once again, it all boils down to 
the feeding of the male ego vis-a-vis 
the worship of the penis. It certainly 
explains why so many men there have 
gotten angry over the years when I’ve de- 
clined their advances: Iam not keeping 
up my end of the bargain. (And when I’m 
writing in my notebook, which is often, I 
inevitably get a “What are you writing?”) 

Meanwhile, the repeated characteri- 
zations of cis women as unfuckable hags 
and the vagina as a “mudhole” that you 
can't have any fun with — a fun con- 
versational meme started by Miranda, 
continued by Berkey — is a stream of 
old-school queer misogyny that makes 
me wish I’m wearing a pussy hat. Maybe 
next time, if there is a next time, and I’m 
beginning to think there may not be. 


SATURDAY, DEC. 2, 2017 


I put a sawbuck into the jukebox 
and build an impromptu Sia setlist. “Rain- 
bow” from My Little Pony: The Movie fol- 
lowed by “Cheap Thrills,” and it’s almost 
making up for the gross boys demanding 
“War Pigs” last time. “Move Your Body” fol- 
lowed by “Waving Goodbye” — this is so 
Q4 2017 of me, Sherilyn’s Sia period — 
and “The Girl You Lost to Cocaine” fol- 
lowed by “Reaper.” 

A short bald man who unpleasantly 
reminds me of the late Paul Addis, in- 
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famous for Burning the Man four days 
early in 2007, has just entered. When he 
overhears Carla the bartender commis- 
erating with me about the weird people 
coming in tonight, he interjects, “Don’t 
think I’m weird, I’m being dead fucking 
serious.” 

He continues to mumble to himself 
as he eats behind me after Carla tells him 
there’s no eating in here (song: “House 
on Fire”), tells us he’s looking forward to 
football tomorrow, because of course he 
is (song: “Day Too Soon”), and now he’s 
boasting about how he fuckin’ shoots 
people who disrespect him. 

Sure you do, dollface! Even with the 
Addis look-alike mumbling to himself 
about what a badass motherfucker he 
is, there isn’t as much male energy as 
that other night. But is that the fate of 
Divas as the safe space it provides be- 
comes less essential in a more trans-in- 
clusive world? “The Fight” followed by 
“Academia,” almost overpowered by 
another man loudly telling the bartend- 
er over and over that she’s beautiful, 
which upon repetition to a T-girl be- 
comes patronizing, like telling a person 
of color they’re articulate. “Fair Game,” 
and as soon as “Rainbow” finishes play- 
ing a second time I’m out, after tweet- 
ing a picture of it from the jukebox. 


Being that they’re both cis- 
gender men of a certain age — and Mi- 
randa never missed an opportunity to 
point out that at the end of the day, the 
clothes and makeup come off and he’s a 
man, hence my use of the male pronoun 
in reference to him — it’s disappointing 





but not surprising to discover that Mi- 
randa and Berkey aren't what you might 
call feminist allies. 

Miranda speaks disparagingly of 
how “Women today, they’re so ‘liber- 
ated’ — you know, this big ‘women’s 
movement?’ ” After acknowledging 
that “I’m sure some of that is true,” he 
proceeds to tear apart one of James 
Franco's accusers. A few moments af- 
ter I write, “Not big on #MeToo here, 
apparently” in my notebook, Berkey 
independently concurs on this modern 
iteration of what I suspect they both 
still thought of as “women’s lib.” 

“This whole “Me Too’ thing is just 
driving me bonkers,” he says. “I mean, 
oh my God, do you know how many 
girls’ asses I’ve squeezed?” 

“Countless?” I reply. 

Steve laughs and says, “Yes! That’s 
kind of my normal greeting.” 

Divas’ management is many things, 
but “woke” is not among them. 


WEDNESDAY, JAN. 18, 2018 


Miranda mentions that Kelly 
Michaels passed away last month, and I 
am momentarily stunned. 

He’s something of a carny, so I 
know much of what Miranda tells me 
is pure humbug. I believe it when he 
says Jacques Cabaret and the Las Vegas 
Lounge are the only other transgen- 
der bars in the United States, but not 
when he insists that the internet has 
“pushed more people back in the clos- 
et,’ something that only makes sense if 
you spend no time online or following 
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national news. (I don’t pretend to un- 
derstand Trump’s mind, but I’m pretty 
sure he didn’t forbid the CDC from 
using the word “transgender” because 
fewer people are coming out.) 

Miranda also tells me “most trans- 
gender girls in San Francisco are from 
another country,’ and they’re here 
to make money to send home to gain 
their family’s acceptance. Are there 
transgender women in town who fit 
that description? No doubt. More than 
51 percent? No, full stop. But Divas 
is an increasingly insular world, and 
that point of view makes sense coming 
from someone whose exposure to the 
transgender community — not drag, 
but transgender, and there is a differ- 
ence — may not extend much beyond 
a half-mile radius around Divas. 

But I’m inclined to believe this 
rumor of Kelly’s death. We only hung 
out once more after that first night in 
2007, and I’ve always regretted that we 
never became friends. At the time it 
felt like our worlds were too different, 
but in retrospect, it was a failure of 
compassion on my part. 

RIP, Kelly. I pour a metaphorical 
one out for her, and drink a real one to 
Divas’ continued health.

SOMArts’ new exhibit “The Third Muslim” is as overdue as it is timely, but mounting it involved a dispute with Customs (and alot more).

Anyone who has binge-watched 
season three of Sex and the City or stud- 
ied the Brad Pitt movie Fight Club has 
seen Hushidar Mortezaie’s creations. 
Mortezaie, who friends call Hushi (pro- 
nounced “who-she’”), is an artist and 
fashion designer who frequently incor- 
porates faces and words into his work. 
On Sarah Jessica Parker’s HBO series, 
the actress wore a tight-fitting Mortezaie 
dress that featured the profile of a beau- 
tiful Persian woman amid Persian letter- 
ing and flowers. 

The faces and words in Mortezaie’s 
newest art piece are way more com- 
plicated, but that’s no surprise since 
Mortezaie is part of a groundbreaking 
San Francisco exhibit called “The Third 
Muslim: Queer and Trans* Muslim 
Narratives of Resistance and Resil- 
ience.” Mortezaie’s three figures at 
SOMArts are symbols of gay Muslim 
emancipation — set in some unnamed 
future, but adorned with biographies 
of gay Muslims from the recent and 
ancient past. The figures are both seri- 
ous and campy, and are out front with 
their sexuality. Two of the dressed 
mannequins are chained together, 
quasi-bondage style. The third dressed 
mannequin incorporates the face of 
a gay Iranian actor with body parts 
that are suggestive of male and female 
physiques. 

“He’s a very strong figure who rep- 
resents parts of me and my friends and 
my transsexual friends,” Mortezaie 
tells SF Weekly on a recent evening at 
SOMArts as he stands before his art 
piece, Occupy Me: Topping From the 
Bottom. “This figure reminds me of me 
dealing with being gay and effeminate 
and dealing with my masculinity. ’ve 
taken this figure into the future, where 
the gender has dissolved. In Islam, 
Allah is kind of above gender. This is a 
figure that morphs everything.” 

“The Third Muslim” features 14 
Muslim artists, each of whom offers 
a different window into the lives of 
non-binary Muslims — including 
a photographic series of Muslims 
looking directly at the viewer (Samra 
Habib’s Just Me and Allah: Photographs 
of Queer Muslims); poems that describe 
love, IsLamophobia, family, and immi- 
gration (Kaamila Mohamed’s writing, 
which is both printed and recorded for 
audio listening); and art videos that 
interpret the intersectionality of being 
Arab and queer (Jamil Hellu’s Shroud 
and Once Upon a Time). 

The exhibit’s curators — Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto and Yas Ahmed — say “The 
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Third Muslim” celebrates the 
experiences of being gender 
non-conforming and Muslim. 
While orthodox adherents of 
Islam frequently demonize 
LGBTQ Muslims, and say their 
practices are heretical — some- 
thing that mirrors orthodox be- 
liefs in other religions, it should 
be noted — Bhutto and Ahmed 
say “The Third Muslim” avoids 
the theme of victimhood. 

Around 1.8 billion Muslims 
live in the world, across every 
continent. Non-binary Muslims 
have existed in Islam from the 
beginning. “The Third Muslim” 
gives 14 of them a chance to 
speak for themselves — un- 
filtered through mainstream 
media voices or curators who 
may only be half-interested 
in the lives and thoughts of 
non-gender-conforming Mus- 
lims. Bhutto says he tried to 
arrange a similar exhibit at 
another gallery, but that the 
gallery didn’t respond, perhaps 
because it didn’t see much com- 
mercial potential in the project. 
Many films and books have 
addressed the subject of Islam 
and homosexuality — as in the 
2007 documentary A Jihad for 
Love — but few if any previous 
art exhibits have approached 
the subject in such an in-depth 
and highly personal way. The 
exhibit doesn’t attempt to de- 
fine “Islam,” or the level of each 
artist’s faith. 

“This show in many ways 
is overdue,” Ahmed says in an 
email interview. “I have heard 
cravings for a similar plat- 
form for years — cravings for 
discursive shifts, for a public 
space where stories and voices 
directly from queer and trans* 
Muslims are what leads, for so- : 
cially engaged art that is honest ~ 
and reflective of the complexity 
of experiences in these communities. 
If we truly believe the responsibility of 
the artist — and, by extension, curator 
— is to reflect the times, then this ex- 
hibition is as overdue as it is timely.” 
Says Bhutto: “Muslims in general — 
and queer Muslims more specifically — 
have often been spoken about and for. 
In many ways, we're overrepresented 
but not by ourselves. We don’t need to 
have our agency robbed.” 

The exhibit encourages discussions 
that go far beyond art. Bhutto, who 
has performed in drag under the 
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name Faluda Islam, will moderate a 
panel talk at SOMArts, “Queering 
Islam,” on Thursday, Feb. 8, from 5 to 
8 p.m., with Daayiee Abdullah, a gay 
African-American imam; Ali Mushtaq, 
a Pakistani-American “Mr. Leather” 
competitor; and Parisa Parnian, an Ira- 
nian-American artist whose works are 
part of “The Third Muslim.” 

Parnian and Bhutto are good ex- 
amples of the evolution that gay and 
lesbian Muslims have made in the past 
10 years. In the mid-2000s, Parnian 
performed a burlesque show in New

York, “Dirty Phoenix and the Asses of 
Evil,” that addressed her queerness and 
Muslim and Iranian identity. She 
talked and danced around stages in 
wild clothing (some designed by Mor- 
tezaie) that delved into complicated 
issues of religion, sexuality, immigra- 
tion, and the like. The performances 
were done mostly in gay or lesbian 
dive bars. Parnian, who was born in 
Iran and raised in Arizona, knew Mor- 
tezaie, who lived then in New York. 
But Parnian tells SF Weekly that she 
still felt isolated and challenged by the 
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different communities that she 
frequented. 

“T felt so alone,” Parnian says 
by phone from Los Angeles, where 
she runs a lifestyle brand and de- 
sign studio. “It was a completely 
self-propelled need to create a 
platform for a voice that I felt was, 
‘Why is no one talking about this?’ 
There was so much Islamopho- 
bia and fear of Middle Eastern 
people. It was everywhere. At the 
same time, I was being feared and 
viewed with suspicion by tradition- 
al Muslim society, and traditional 
Iranian society who looked at me 
with my short masculine hair and 
my very queer aesthetic and went, 
‘What’s that?’ ... Even in my own 
insular, queer art-dyke scene of 
Brooklyn, I was invisible. No one 
was engaging me, and I have a lot 
to say.” 

Bhutto, who’s 27, is from Pa- 
kistan’s most prominent political 
family. He was named after his 
grandfather, Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, 
who was Pakistan’s prime minis- 
ter and president in the 1970s. 
Bhutto’s grandfather was jailed 
and executed by the country’s 
military government, which had 
deposed him in a 1977 coup. Bhu- 
tto’s aunt, Benazir Bhutto, was 
twice Pakistan's prime minister 
before her assassination in 2007. 
Bhutto’s mother, Ghinwa Bhutto, 
is still actively involved in Paki- 
stani politics. His father, Murtaza 
Bhutto, was a political figure killed 
in a controversial 1996 police 
shootout. 

Zulfikar Ali Bhutto grew up in 
Pakistan before studying art in 
Scotland, later getting his MFA in 
Studio Art from the San Francisco 
Art Institute. It’s while living in 
San Francisco that Bhutto publicly 
emerged as queer, and where he 
met and befriended Yas Ahmed, 
the exhibit’s co-curator. The meet- 
ing happened against the backdrop 
of the 2016 Orlando nightclub massa- 
cre, where a Muslim-American — who 
might have been closeted — murdered 
scores of gay revelers. 

“When the Pulse massacre hap- 
pened, we all felt jolted in the commu- 
nity — I had a supportive network, but 
especially as a queer Muslim I didn’t 
really feel like there was anyone who 
understood my specific positions and 
how I was feeling, and the fear I had of 
being judged,” Bhutto tells SF Weekly. 
“T felt alone as someone who was both 
queer and Muslim. And I reached out 
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to someone in Pakistan, who put me 
in touch with someone in Washington, 


who put me into contact with Yas. We 
became friends very quickly.” 

“The Third Muslim” may travel to 
Oakland in the next year. It arrived 
at SOMArts eight months before the 
de Young Museum’s “Contemporary 
Muslim Fashion,” which is the first 
major museum exhibit that centers 
on Muslim sartorial identity. Around 
the world, including Muslim-majority 
countries, LGBTQ Muslims are more 
visible culturally and politically — but 
they also face opposition. Last July, at 
the Islamic Society of North America’s 
annual conference in Illinois — one of 
the year’s biggest Muslim-American 
events — staff members reportedly 
kicked out members of an organiza- 
tion, Muslims for Progressive Values, 
who offered pamphlets that advocated 
for women and those who identify as 
LGBT. Numair Abbasi, a Pakistani art- 
ist scheduled to appear in “The Third 
Muslim,” had his work confiscated by

The voices are loud in “The Third 
Muslim,” but there are also works that 
can be considered “quiet” and “peace- 
ful.” Among them is Rabba Mere Haal 
Da Mehram tu ... (oh God, you are the 
only one who understands my feelings), a 
video piece by Pakistani artist Mohsin 
Shafi that features a covered figure and 
sounds from nature, outdoors, and 
the Islamic call-to-prayer. Mortezaie 
— who was born in Iran and grew 
up in Marin County — offers one of 
the exhibit’s more flamboyant works. 
The coupled mannequins reference 
Mahmoud Asgari and Ayaz Marhoni, 
Iranian teens whom the Iranian re- 
gime hanged in 2005; and Mahmoud 
of Ghazni, an 11th-century Persian 


are coupled. 

Mortezaie says his art in “The Third 
Muslim” is his most personal — and 
that his participation effectively 
prevents him from returning to Iran, 
which he last visited in 2005 “and I 
love dearly. ... This was hard for me. 
I’ve done work for the longest time 
where I was careful. It was political. 
But I’ve never been able to talk about 
gender and sexuality. This exhibit has 
freed me and has given me strength. 
I’m able to say, “This is my tribe.’ ” 

Bhutto says the exhibit underlines 
a truth that is hard for many people to 
realize: “One of the most complicated 


arguments that we’re constantly trying 


to say is that being queer and being 
Muslim are not oppositional.” 


Karachi authorities who inspected his 
shipment and apparently objected to 
its gay themes. At SOMArts, Bhutto 
and Ahmed have a frame and a note 
where Abbasi’s work would have gone.

ruler, and Malik Ayaz, a former slave 
who reputedly became Ghazni’s lover. 
All three of Mortezaie’s mannequins 
pose as celebrated stars on a red carpet 
back-dropped by fictitious corporate 
and government sponsors, some of 
which commodify and fetishize them 
while others politicize and demonize 
them, as with an Iranian detergent 
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The man who Jorit Agoch 
painted last year on an Olive Street wall 
looks like Jonathan Goldsmith's “Most 
Interesting Man in the World” charac- 
ter who touted Dos Equis beer. But 
Agoch’s figure doesn’t hobnob and so- 
cialize in the upper stratas. He isa 
homeless man who's struggling to get 
his basic needs met — the sort of figure 
who Agoch, an Italian artist, met on his 
San Francisco visit and who changed 
his view of a city he had always associ- 
ated with values of caring and commu- 
nity. 

Last year was the Summer of 
Love's 50th anniversary, but in 
the mural’s title, 50th Summer of 
Homeless, Agoch x’d out “Love” with 
“Homeless.” The area around Olive 
and Polk streets is notable for its 
homeless population, but like other 
San Francisco neighborhoods, it has 
been gentrifying for years — and 
Agoch witnessed people living on 
sidewalks while moneyed pedestrians 
traipse past every few minutes. 


“The poverty I saw in San Francis- 
co shocked me, not so much because 
of the material poverty, [which] I en- 
countered in other parts of the world, 
but because of spiritual poverty due 
to the lack of sense of community 
and morals,” Agoch says in an email 
interview with SF Weekly. 

Agoch spray-painted the work 
with Leticia Mandragora, an Ital- 
ian-Spanish artist who did the blue- 
faced woman. The red streaks on 
the man’s cheeks are related to the 
sub-Saharan ritual of face-marking. 
Agoch has spent a lot of time in 
sub-Saharan Africa, where he stud- 
ied painting and where he funded a 
maternity ward with proceeds from 
an art sale. So Agoch’s paintings 
are more than political statements. 
They represent academic subjects, 
like those of Thomas Hobbes, the 
17th-century English philosopher 
whose idea of a “social contract” — of 
a social safety net for people in need 
— still resonate today.

“The homeless live in contradic- 
tion of this, our modern Hobbesian 
world,” Agoch says. “In the United 
States, there are four empty houses 
for every homeless person. Every 
person in this world should have 
the possibility of being able to give 
their best, not for themselves but 
for society. ... lam for a free public 
education for public housing and 
public health. Moreover, I am against 
the idea that happiness lies in over- 
powering others or in the autistic 
accumulation of capital as an end in 
itself. Happiness is contributing to 
the progress of society because, as Ar- 
istotle said, man is a social animal.” 

The Summer of Love’s anniversary 
saw hundreds of thousands of people 
flock to San Francisco to celebrate 
through music, art, and other ways. 
Agoch has painted the famous on 
walls, including the rapper Nas in his 
native Queens. The rapper, who was 
raised in humble conditions before 
achieving widespread commercial and 
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financial success, signed that work by 
the public housing he was raised in, 
and said of it: “I hope my community 
always looks at this mural and thinks, 
‘He’s one of us.’ Because I always will 
be. We have to be our own heroes. 
Every one of us has the ability to be 
that.” 
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That’s exactly what Agoch believes. 

“What I mean by ‘American 
dream, ” he says, “is the dream of 
true progress based on the assump- 
tion that a child of homeless can 
become a scientist with the same pos- 
sibilities like the son of a rich broker.”

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Vagina 101

Your Valentine’s Day might not 
be complete without a trip to the tunnel 
of love, but many of us struggle with the 
mechanics of properly pleasuring a va- 
gina. To clear up confusion about these 
nether regions, we put on our pussy hats 
and asked a few of San Francisco’s lead- 
ing sex educators for advice on the ins 
and outs. 

“Not all women have pussies, and 
not everybody who has a pussy is a 
woman, says sex and intimacy coach 
Dr. Alison Ash, whose Feb. 18 work- 
shop “How to Eat Pussy Like a Champ” 
at the Center for Sex and Culture will 
go down a list of vaginal pleasure tips 
and tricks. “Champ-quality pussy-eat- 
ing is so much more than mouth or 
even hands on or in the pussy.” 

Good Vibrations staff sexologist Dr. 
Carol Queen demystifies 
the lady bits with some 
anatomical input. 

“The mysterious 
‘down below’ is a little 
less puzzling if you re- 
member that there are 
several parts to it,” she 
says. ‘The clitoris is the 
very sensitive organ on 
the outside, above the vaginal opening. 
The vagina is the ‘innie.’ The vulva is 
the outer part: pretty much everything 
around the clitoris and down to either 
side of the vaginal introitus, or open- 
ing.” 

There are a number of pleasure 
points going on down there, and you 
may want to broaden your definition 
of “vagina” for maximum results. 

“Calling your whole pussy your vagi- 
na is like calling your face your throat,” 
Ash tells SF Weekly. 

Those of us who are not equipped 
with vaginas still experience similar 
pleasure to that of our own respective 
junk. 

“The clit develops from the exact 
same kind of tissue as the penis,” 
Queen says. “It is sensitive like the 
penile head, or whatever you'd call that 
phallic tissue, regardless of gender.” 

Queen also emphasizes a slow ap- 
proach peppered with dirty talk and 
foreplay. 

“It’s especially important not to 
enter a person’s vagina before they 
want it,” she says. “You don’t get them 
hot by touching it — you touch it after 
they’re hot. It’s wise to develop good 
kissing skills, on the mouth and the 
clit.” 

Arousal requires blood rushing to 
the vagina’s internal components, so 
when you're working it, your goal is 
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THE RULER 


to create what Dr. Ash calls “that achy 
feeling — I call it ‘female blue balls’ — 
that oh-I-just-need-to-get-fucked kind 
of feeling.” 

The clitoris is generally about five 
inches long, and most of that is on the 
inside. 

“What we want to do for 
champ-quality pussy-eating is turn 
on the internal clitoris so that it is 
engorged and the blood is flowing to 
the pussy,” Ash says. “It’s pressing on 
the internal clitoris, which is going 
to create so much more pleasure and 
sensation.” 

Ash recommends a little finger trick 
she calls “The Ruler.” 

“If and when the pussy is ready to 
be penetrated, what I recommend do- 
ing is putting one or two fingers all the 
way in,” she says. “With gentle but firm 
pressure, push up towards the top of 
the pussy, towards the stomach area. 
If the pussy were a clock, we're talking 
about 12 o'clock.” 

“Pushing up and slowly pulling out 
allows the receiver to let you know 
where they're turned on, where they’re 
sensitive parts are inside their vaginal 
canal that day,” she continues. “As the 
pussy continues to be turned on, as 
there’s more and more 
stimulation, different 
parts are going to feel 
better. Deeper areas of 
the pussy are going to 
start to feel better being 
stimulated. The Ruler 
is something that I do 
every time I go down 
on a pussy, because | 
always want to know — do you want it 
deep, or do you want it more shallow, 
or maybe no penetration at all? It’s 
a really helpful way of allowing the 
receiver to start to ask for what they 
want and it opens up the door to com- 
munication.” 

Sex toys are also a critical part of 
clitoral play. Queen recommends the 
infamous Magic Wand as “a clitoral toy 
par excellence.” (The device was former- 
ly known as the Hitachi Magic Wand, 
but the name changed because Hitachi 
wanted nothing to do with all this cli- 
toral stimulation talk.) 

The vibrators with little rabbit 
heads are also a great way to power a 
pussy, and there are varieties that are 
similarly curvy and bunny-free. 

“This kind of vibrator is intended 
to provide stimulation of both clitoris 
and vagina, all at one time,” Queen 
says. “That’s doubling up on pleasure.” 

You can leave a pussy tickled pink 
with dedicated attention to the clitoris, 
cervix, and entire vaginal canal. These 
sexperts do advise a slow approach and 
deliberate examination, but you may 
find your partner gushing over the 
attention.

A Fantastic Woman 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema and the Alamo 
Drafthouse New Mission. 
Many films have tried recently, but 
Sebastian Lelio’s A Fantastic Woman 
feels like one of the few to get the 
transgender experience right — or, 
at least, one particular version of it. 
Marina Vidal (Daniela Vega) is a young 
trans woman who works as a waitress 
and lives with her lover, the much-old- 
er Orlando (Francisco Reyes). When 
Orlando dies suddenly, Miranda is 
forced to deal with his family, who 
consider her a shameful perversion 
they’d rather just go away and forbid 
her from attending Orlando’s wake or 
funeral. Making matters worse, the 
police view Marina with just as much 
distrust. Vega gives a stunning, at 
times emotionally raw performance 
in A Fantastic Woman, and Lelio tells 
the story with an uncommon amount 
of compassion. Note to distributors: 
When your leading lady is a beautiful 
woman like Daniela Vega, of whom 
many excellent stills are available, 
choosing one in which her hair is flat- 
tened into an unflattering style as she 
stares expressionlessly down the bar- 
rel of the camera — in other words, 
looking as remotely masculine as she 
ever does in A Fantastic Woman, wholly 
unrepresentative of her appearance in 
the other 96 minutes of the film — it 
becomes a microaggression similar to 
many her character experiences, and 
it’s definitely a dick move. Read the 
room, folks.

20th SE IndieFest, Week Two 
Now playing at Roxie Theater, the 
Victoria Theater, and 518 Valencia. 
The second week of SF IndieFest 
continues to showcase “the best in 
independent, alternative, and subver- 
sive cinema from around the globe,” 
some of which originates from right 
here on the 38th parallel. Case in point 
is Confessions of a Teenage Jesus Jerk, 
which in addition to being the direc- 
torial debut of Eric Stoltz, is based on 
San Francisco writer Tony Dushane’s 
debut novel about a teenager growing 
up as a Jehovah's Witness during the 
Reagan Era.

ing the Hen is an homage to the early, 
tense psychological dramas of Roman 
Polanski and Ingmar Bergman, and 
playing before it is local filmmaker 
Sarah Flores’ short When I Wake, set in 
an entirely imaginary world in which a 
newly elected populist male president 
sets out to restrict women’s rights. Also 
not San Francisco-related — but no less 
welcome for that — is Jonathan Soja 
and Shawn Hitchins’ Ginger Nation, a 
film of the flame-haired comedian’s solo 
show about being a sperm donor for his 
lesbian friends. (Makes a lot more sense 
than David Crosby, for sure.) It plays 
with the S.F.-centric short Squirrels 
Don’t Judge, in which two local comedi- 
ans — one a transgender woman, the 
other a devout Muslim man — find out 
if laughter can bridge the gulf between 
them. SC 


Berlin & Beyond 2018 
Opens Friday at the Castro Theatre 
and the Goethe-Institut. 
German films often have an “It’s 

good for you!” stigma associated with 
foreign films to an extent rivaled only 
by Sweden, and while the 22nd Berlin 
& Beyond Festival certainly has some 
entries that are edifying or whatever, 
there are also some that are just plain 
entertaining. The promoters also prom- 
ise “convivial social events,” and who 
doesn’t enjoy some conviviality? If you'd 
like some congeniality to go with your 
conviviality, Andres Veiel’s documen- 
tary Beuys looks at the artist Joseph 
Beuys through “a congenial montage 
of archival sources.” More straight- 
up fun is Peter Luisi’s comedy Flitzer 
(Streaker), a sort of Swiss-German Full 
Monty about a teacher (co-writer Beat 
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Schlatter) who decides to raise money 
for his school by taking bets on how 
long streakers can stay on the field 
before being taken away by the au- 
thorities. The impermanence of youth 
is a popular subject in American indie 
film — such as in While We're Young and 
Mom and Dad, to name but two — and 
in Marie Kreutzer’s We Used to Be Cool, 
three young couples come to realize 
that having their material needs cov- 
ered doesn’t necessarily lead to spiritual 
fulfillment as they age. And a different 
generational reckoning takes place in 
Jan Zabell’s Three Peaks, as a family’s 
vacation in the Italian Dolomites goes 
dangerously awry. SC 


Oscar-Nominated Short Films 
2018: Animated 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema and the Clay Theater. 
Yay for cartoons! There’s still a lot 
wrong with the Academy Awards, such 
as The Boss Baby getting nominated for 
Best Animated Feature or Sia’s “Rain- 
bow” from My Little Pony: The Movie 
getting snubbed for Best Original Song. 
But at least there’s always been a cate- 
gory for “Best Cartoon” — even if the 
Academy realized in the 1970s that its 
members were mature adult grown-ups 
who work in a serious art form, and thus 
changed “Cartoon” to the more respect- 
able-sounding “Animated Film.” (Well, 
la-de-frickin’-da.) Although it was a 
given that the Olaf’s Frozen Adventure 
backlash would keep it out of the nom- 
inations, Disney is still present in the 
form of Lou, the Pixar short about an 
anthropomorphic pile of toys which 
played in front of Cars 3. Based on the 
Roald Dahl book, Jakob Schuh and 
Jan Lachauer’s Revolting Rhymes uses 
considerably more basic CGI to animate 
five fairy tales told with appropriately 
Dahlian twists, while Victor Caire and 
Gabriel Grapperon’s photorealistic 
Garden Party follows intrepid frogs as 
they explore a house. Meanwhile, Ru 
Kuwahata and Max Porter’s stop-mo- 
tion Negative Space tells the story of 
a boy’s relationship with the suitcase 
of his oft-traveling father, and in Glen 
Keane’s deeply touching, hand-drawn 
Dear Basketball, Kobe Bryant reflects 
on his relationship with the game.

The more time I spend on Trea- 
sure Island, the more confusing I find it 
to be. Beyond the flea market and the 
music festival that’s on hiatus, you can 
drink beer on a fake beach and wine ina 
submarine, kayak in Clipper Cove, or 
meander around streets with subur- 
ban-paradise names like Striped Bass 
Court. There’s plenty of ruin porn to 
Instagram without feeling predatory, 
more than a few piles of slag and rubble, 
and the occasional contemporary office 
building. 

Officially, the future looks bright. 
San Francisco has partnered with a 
developer to erect 8,000 new dwell- 
ings, 25 percent of which are to be 
below-market-rate. But there’s also 
a nefarious cancer cluster, owing to 
radioactive materials the Navy dumped 
there a half-century ago — some- 
thing that should give prospective 
inhabitants pause in light of Curbed’s 
revelation that a larger development at 
Hunters Point may have been less than 
forthcoming about the extent of the 
contamination. 

The southern and western edges of 
the 400-acre artificial island are where 
the action is for now. There’s more Art 
Deco and fewer barracks-like homes, 
and as of last month, a restaurant-bar 
built from shipping containers. Mersea 
— pronounced “murr-SAY,” according to 
its voicemail message — stands out as a 
sort of Dwell-baiting dream made man- 
ifest directly across the street from the 
water's edge, like a Philip Johnson Glass 
House with curtains that soften its right 
angles and nearly unobstructed views of 
Downtown San Francisco. 

Mersea is certainly capitalizing on 
that vista — along with a bocce court 
and a mini-golf course — but unlike 
tourist traps that operate in that vein, 
food and drink make it even more 
worthwhile. Simply put, this kitchen has 
a flair for the creative. A coconut-milk 
ceviche with very salty chips ($12) was 
creative and light, a nice alternative to 


all the citrus baths fish gets dunked into. 


Somewhat heavier, a short-rib spaetzle 
($16) was very nicely done, creamy and 
gooey over enough pickled vegetables 
to give it snap. As a side, even the small 
portion of french fries is fairly enor- 
mous for only $3; you might as well just 
do it. 

Although I love brioche on a burger, 
I wasn't wild about the beef-to-bun- 
to-sauce ratio on the Double Wagyu 
cheeseburger ($12), which was gloppy 
and lean on meat. There was no tomato 
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Double Wagyu 
cheeseburger 


to be found on either it or the nachos, a 
$10 special on a recent Sunday, although 
they were nothing short of unique. If 
you insist on the standard fixings, you'll 
arch an eyebrow here, but these came 
with a “green salsa” made with cilantro 
blended into the sour cream over juicy 
shreds of carnitas. A whole roast chick- 
en for $14 witha 
big heap of roasted 
squash, mushrooms, 
and onions was 
delicate and homey, 
and the Jersey Girl 
sandwich (a steroidal 
McMuffin with a Tay- 
lor pork roll, kimchi, 
arugula, and a fried 
egg, $11) was a great 
breakfast-for-lunch sandwich. 
If you wanted to go with a large-ish 
group and just have drinks outside, 
Mersea would be a good bet. The four 
local beers on tap are each available by 
the pitcher for $25 or $26, and there’s a 
dozen-and-a-half wines by the glass or 
the bottle. In general, the all-$12 cock- 
tails don’t display the same originality 
as the kitchen, as most of them follow 
the spirit-plus-two-juices formula, but 
the Santarita involves house-made cu- 
cumber puree and the M3, or “MeeSun’s 
Mersea Mule,” balances the ginger with 
a hint of coconut.

Overall, this would be a superb place 
for an afternoon gathering of a big 
group of adults with small children in 
tow — or anything relaxed, really. The 
real problems with Mersea are struc- 
tural in nature. The layout is simply 
not conducive to the service method 
they’ve gone with, which is a hybrid of 
fast-casual and stan- 
dard table service. 

To order, you have 

to crowd around a 
big communal table, 
and the line is always 
long even when the 
venue isn’t that 
crowded. There isn’t 
a designated cashier, 
so that poor person 
sometimes has to run food and mix 
drinks as well as input orders. What re- 
sults is a pile-up, and every time I went 
to the counter, no matter where I po- 
sitioned myself or how aware I tried to 
be as a body in space, I was standing in 
someone's way every 90 seconds or so. 

Having actual servers who check 
on tables, refill water, and maybe take 
a drink order would go a long way to 
addressing this. I understand that 
puts a pressure on payroll, but another 
potential solution was already built in 
to Mersea’s design: a separate ordering 
window. Annoyingly, someone chose

to block it off, funneling 
everyone indoors to wait 
on the same line even if 
all you want is a couple 
beers. As you're standing 
in a low-ceilinged shipping 
container with windows 
for walls, in the afternoon, 
when you get enough bod- 
ies in there, it starts to get 
very warm. 

Any kitchen should 
instinctively realize that 
when a two-top orders 
three things — ceviche, 
nachos, and a burger, 
say — it should stagger 
service. Mersea just sends 
everything all out at 
once, seemingly without 
exception. We’re having 
an incomparably beautiful 
winter, but even on the 
balmiest afternoon, food 
cools off quickly on an 
islet in the middle of the 
Bay and if you have to 
scarf down those nachos 
before the burger gets 
cold, it dampens the fun 
a bit. Lastly, Mersea advertises itself 
as being open for breakfast, lunch, 
and dinner, with the breakfast items 
(served from 7 to 11 a.m.) at the top 
of the online and paper menus. Unfor- 
tunately, Mersea currently opens at 11 
a.m. daily. Wouldn’t it be nice of them 
not to trumpet breakfast until they’re 
open for breakfast? 

Until they get their act together, 

I would go at off-hours or else come 
armed with patience. Sunsets on a win- 
ter evening when you don't even need 
a jacket are one of the greatest things 
about living in California, and if it does 
get chilly, there are heat lamps. And 
since Treasure Island isn’t quite a tour- 
isty mecca, there’s sure to be at least a 
little local color. One night we arrived 
and the communal table was full of 
tipsy graduates from the firefighters’ 
academy across the island. They were 
trying to sing Tony Bennett’s “I Left 
My Heart in San Francisco,” but they 
didn’t know the melody, so by the time 
they got to the “San Francisco” part of 
the first line they were basically sing- 
ing Scott McKenzie’s “San Francisco” 
by mistake. Be sure and wear some 
flowers in your hair, even if it isn’t de- 
partmental regulation.

Open 7 days a week

The sometimes valid, sometimes 
tedious debate about the merit of San 
Francisco bagels threatens to erupt anew 
now that Adam Mesnick’s Deli Board 
spinoff The Board is up and running at 
1077 Mission St. Open weekdays from 
9:30 a.m. until 2:30 p.m., The Board has a 
frequently changing menu of breakfast 
sandwiches, cheesesteaks, and more. 

Early morning means bacon-ege- 
and-cheese breakwiches with the option 
of one of Mesnick’s three proprietary 
hot sauces — the Haba Reaper is hotter 
than the Haba Impaler, FYI — along 
with avocado and Board sauce. You can 
get it all on a good old English muffin, 
and Mesnick expects muffin business 
to be brisk, but the bagels themselves 
have been sourced from a wholesaler in 
New York whose exact identity Mesnick 
won't reveal. 

Lunch means a Board cheesesteak 
($12) consisting of “a little onion,” white 
American cheese, cherry peppers, Board

sauce, and an Amoroso roll, Philadel- 
phia’s bready pride and joy. If you have 
a hunger for nitrates, consider the #1 
(Genoa salami, capicola, mortadella, 
provolone, cherry peppers, “shred- 
duce,” salt-and-pepper, onion, and an 
Italian dressing, $12). But if you want 
something marginally more nutritious, 
there’s a falafel full of pico and hot 
peppers mixed into the hummus, plus 
muenster cheese melted all over it and 
pillowy slices of pita from the nearby 
kosher Israeli Frena (132 Sixth St.). A 
native of Cleveland, Mesnick’s heart is 
with the delis of his Ohio youth, and 
nobody in San Francisco makes pita like 
Frena. 

There’s also a grilled hot dog with 
“habakraut,” onion, and brown mustard 
($7), as well as waffle fries with a rotat- 
ing sauce, and there are both veggie and 
meaty salads — the latter being similar 
to the #1 sandwich but in a bowl full 
of lettuce, tomato, and cucumber. But 
this is something of an experimental 
offshoot of Mesnick’s nine-year-old

Deli Board, so he’s open to playing and 
tinkering. 

Lots of items and their components 
might jostle the memories of fans of 
his former spots 1058 Hoagie and Rye 
Project. The notably lower price point 
indicates a slightly different approach 
than Deli Board’s more labor-intensive, 
artisanal sandwiches, although the for- 
mer Fénix space is looking pretty spiffy 
and inviting with its, um, cheeky signs.

Very near Reem’s California, the 
thriving Middle Eastern bakery her co- 
alumna opened last year, Nite Yun will 
bring her Cambodia street food to Nyum 
Bai next Saturday, Feb. 17. Yun and Reem 
Assil both graduated from La Cocina, the 
storied Mission District incubator that 
gives immigrant women the tools needed 
to open their own food businesses, and 
Yun got her start with a weekly pop-up at 
SoMa’s Gashead Tavern and Mission Com- 
munity Market before moving to a kiosk 
at the Emeryville Public Market. She’s also 
gone from student to teacher, instructing 
people in the art of making kroeung, the 
catch-all term for the ground-up pastes 
that provide the structure to many Cam- 
bodian dishes. 

While Burmese food and arguably 
even Lao cuisine have gradually become 
better known in the Bay Area over the 
past decade, Cambodian cooking re- 
mains harder to come by — although 
that’s hardly the case in Stockton, where 
Yun was raised. Her repertoire includes 
dishes like ngoum banana salad (made 
with cabbage, banana blossoms, mint, 
laka leaves, sweet basil, and cucumber), 
koh (a pork belly stew with a good dose 
of black pepper), and kuy teav Phnom 
Penh, a pork noodle soup named for 
the country’s capital and prepared with 
rice noodles, sliced beef, minced pork, 
shrimp, fresh herbs, and crispy garlic. If 
you ve never seen a banana blossom cut 
crosswise, their sliced onion appearance 
may take you by surprise. 

While “Nyum Bai” transliterates as 
“to eat rice,” it’s also a colloquialism 
better rendered as “let’s eat!” — and it’s 
how Yun’s mother welcomed people into 
her home. Yun is as dedicated to broad- 
ening the appeal of her homeland’s food 
as she is into popularizing its culture, 
and Nyum Bai’s Instagram profile is full 
of choice tidbits about various Cambo- 
dian singers from decades past. To your 
anticipated delight, there’s a liquor li- 
cense and a local beer selection, the bet- 
ter to throw back on an outdoor patio. 
(Because this is Fruitvale, in addition 
to an interior by local designer Renee 
La‘doza there will also be a mural from 
Erik Otto.) 

Yun was born in a refugee camp in 
Thailand, and many of her staffers are 
refugees themselves. Serving bon chao, 

a savory, crispy, coconut-and-turmeric 
crepe made with pork belly and sautéed 
leeks, then topped with sweet fish sauce, 
fresh herbs, and lettuce leaves, they might 
just make you pine for a motherland you 
recently knew nothing about. PLK

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Ode to Joy 


Daniel Armbruster of Joywave talks blockchain, content, and what keeps the band living happily in Rochester, N.Y.

Earlier this year, quietly and 
without any leaks, the members of Roch- 
ester, N.Y. indie pop outfit Joywave did 
something familiar to consumers of 
quality content out here in the land of 
startups. They pivoted from alternative 
music to something totally different: 
cryptocurrency. Now known — on Twit- 
ter, at least — as Joywave Blockchain 
LLC, Inc., the former band decided to 
hitch its collective wagon to a get-rich- 
quick star. 

Or at least they did so in late Janu- 
ary, when frontman Daniel Armbruster 
spoke with SF Weekly and Bitcoin had 
yet to plummet from its stratospheric 
valuation to something closer to $7,300 
(but only when you convert its cosmic 
splendor into musty old fiat currency, 
which hardly anybody even uses any- 
more, really). This came about largely 
because Eastman Kodak, the ailing film- 
and-camera giant, had made a similar 
move, trying to woo photographers 
back with KODAKcoin, a cryptocurren- 
cy designed aimed at giving them more 
control over their work. 

“T was like, ‘All right, if we’re just 
printing money, I might as well get in 
on this,” Armbruster says. “Joycoin! It’s 
definitely crazy and such a bubble right 
now. I assume your Facebook page is a 
lot like mine, in that there’s people you 
haven't talked to in 10 years or since 
high school, and those are the people 
who are posting about Bitcoin or Ethere- 
um or blockchain. 

“It’s like nobody realizes that not 
everyone's going to get rich,” he adds. 
“That’s not how wealth works — and if 
that happened, that would be the worst 
thing in the world because no one would 
work anymore, and there’d be no one do- 
ing their jobs — for society to function.” 

An economics minor in college, Arm- 
bruster then compares blockchain to the 
17th-century Dutch tulip bubble and to 
decentralized technologies like Linux, 
which seem to hold revolutionary poten- 
tial until you realize there’s no call center 
to ring up when you need support (or to 
dispute a transaction). 

But really, it all has to do with Roch- 
ester, the postindustrial city in Upstate 
New York that Joywave continues to 
call home. Instead of decamping for 
Bushwick or Silver Lake, its members 
stayed put. Famous as the home of Ko- 
dak — Xerox, too — and for having an 
abandoned subway system laid over the 
former route of the Erie Canal, Rochester 
would seem to be a backward-facing kind 
of place. But it’s integral to Joywave’'s 
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identity as the band sets out on its 
“Thanks. Thanks for Coming” Tour. 

What do they know that we 
non-Rochesterians do not? For one, 
Armbruster agrees that by the time hip- 
ster metropolises like Austin or Portland 
embark upon “Keep [Austin or Portland] 
Weird” campaigns, that alluring weird- 
ness is probably gone forever. But it’s 
also because Rochester is cheap. 

“It’s not like we as musicians would 
make more money in a larger city at this 
point,” he says. “We spend a ton of time 
on tour, so why do I want to pay rent to 
live in Williamsburg or Echo Park?” 

Rochester, he says, is an “economic 
Chernobyl.” 

“The meltdown 
happened in the 
90s,” he says, years 
before the 2008 
crash decimated oth- 
er places. “It never 
got as bad as Detroit 
got, or like Flint, but 
everyone here had 
to figure it out from 
themselves, had to 
start small business. 

“A lot of people are coming back after 
they spend time in New York or L.A.,” he 
adds. “They’re bringing new restaurants, 
new coffee philosophies. A lot of people 
who moved away 10 years ago come back 
and visit and they’re like, ‘It’s actually 
really awesome now!” 

It’s getting harder and harder not

to conclude that indie rock, however 
defined, is a genre staring down terminal 
exhaustion. But Joywave is an exciting 
band, possibly because Rochster’s new- 
found sense of promise is infectious. 
Joywave's latest album, 2017's Con- 

tent — which is pronounced like the 
synonym for “happy” or “at ease” and 
not like the soul-crushing replacement 
term for culture — is a genre-defying in- 
die-pop record that’s less obsessed with 
keeping listeners’ heads bobbing on the 
dancefloor than 2015’s How Do You Feel 
Now?. Live, particularly at festivals and 
venues with big screens, Joywave has 
perfected an art-nerd synchronization, 
a cross between OK Go’s technical pre- 
cision and Weezer’s 
goofy affability. And 
Content’s gotcha 
name was a delib- 
erate prank, Arm- 
bruster says. 

“I say ‘con-TENT, 
but the entire idea 
was to describe the 
discrepancy behind 
what you think,” 
he says. “We were 
aware when making this record that 
it was going to hit on the Spotify new 
music section for a week, and the next 
week it’s going to be buried by this per- 
son and this person, lost in the shuffle, 
forever lost in the ether. That is the ulti- 
mate definition of content, to me: stuff 
that exists.”

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Within weeks of its release, the band 
knew people were content with Con- 
tent’s content, as audiences were already 
singing the lyrics back to them. There’s 
plenty to work with, too, even if live 
performances carry constrictions. Al- 
bum closer “Let’s Talk About Feelings” 
is straight-up lounge music, something 
that’s effectively impossible for Joywave 
to perform because they have neither a 
piano nor an upright bass player on the 
tour (although that would be great for 
their show at Swedish American Hall 
on Friday, Feb. 16). Armbruster says he 
was happy with the jubilant range, be- 
cause he never intended to “gerryman- 
der the body of work into something 
cohesive.” 

“One of the best pieces of advice I 
ever received as a writer was 10 years 
ago,’ he says. “A producer that I was 
working with at the time [said one 
song] was a little out of left field com- 
pared to the others, and it wasn’t going 
to fit on the same record. This particular 
producer said to me, “You don’t have 
a record; you're an idiot. Stop trying 
to write to a certain way. Just do what 
feels natural and you can decide what 
things belong together later. And after 
that I decided, ‘OK, well if something 
comes out of me, fine’ ” 

In light of that, why pass up the 
opportunity to capitalize on a digital 
currency now?

On the night of Majid Al Maskati’s 21st birthday in 2011, he was faced with the task of sneaking an underage friend of a 
friend into bars and clubs around Toronto along with the rest of his group. That night, Al Maskati and the underaged partier, 
Jordan Ullman, bonded over their mutual love of ’70s soul, R&B, and’80s synth-pop, and instantly became musically in- 
volved. The two quietly began releasing music via Soundcloud under the moniker Majid Jordan, which soon caught the atten- 
tion of Drake’s OVO Records. Fast-forward seven years, two studio albums, and numerous features, and the duo's star power 
seems to shine brighter with each passing day, but both Al Maskati and Ullman remain focused on artistic growth and staying 
modest. In an interview with Complex last October, Ullman detailed Majid Jordan’s creative process and why they choose to 
not work within the confines of one genre, claiming, “We wanted to make a body of work that was eccentric and timeless, like 
your playlist is on shuffle but you're listening to the same artist within the span of decades.”

For any artist who uses their music as a platform for political or social issues, the actual music usually takes precedence over 
any topics they discuss. Dead Prez operates in the opposite manner, as their music acts as a platform to shed a spotlight on 
racism, social injustice, and economic inequality. Their signature track “It’s Bigger Than Hip-Hop” alludes to the idea that 
hip-hop is more than just a vehicle for record labels to make money off of, but rather a movement that uncovers adversity in 
marginalized communities through lyricism. The hip-hop duo, Stic:man and M-1, met in 1990 while studying at Florida 
A&M University, quickly forming a bond over their shared love of music and social justice. Even as the duo began to receive 
more mainstream attention, neither two ignored their involvement with community activism, and they still abide by their 
philosophy of self-reliance. Although their seminal album Let's Get Free was released in 2000, the ferocious commentary 
holds just as much relevance today as it did 18 years ago.

“Eighty percent of success is just showing 
up,” someone or other once said.

‘“Recon.com is a great option for gay men,” 
said Metal from the gay male bondage website 
MetalbondNYC.com. “It’s a site where you can 
create a profile, window-shop for a play buddy, 
and ‘check his references.’ Even better, if you 
can, go to a public event like IML, MAL, or 
CLAW, or to a play party like the New York 
Bondage Club, where you can participate in a 
monitored space with other people around, or 
just watch the action. Don’t forget the motto 
‘safe, sane, and consensual,’ and be sure to have 
a safe word! And if you do want to explore 
bondage, take precautions. Never get tied up in 
your own home by someone you don’t know. If 
you go to his or her place, always tell a trusted 
friend where you are going. And when hooking 
up online, never use Craigslist.” 

“Be cautious,” said Ruff of Ruff’s Stuff 
blog. “There are people out there who view 
‘kink newbies’ as prey. Anytime anyone—top or 
bottom—wants to rush into a power-exchange 
scene, that’s a red flag. Always get to know a 
person first. A good-quality connection with 
any potential playmate is achieved only through 
communication. If they are not interested in 
doing the legwork, they’re not the right person 
for you.”
